Applicant's arguments filed 8/25/04 have been fully considered. However, the examiner 
contended that at least the particulars of the Nilsson reference still read on applicant's claim 
limitations. Thus, the applicant's representative agreed to add claim language that help further 
distinguish from the referenced prior art, to show that the invention was for communicating with 
a mobile device using voice commands that are simple but starts a process which utilizes a larger 
vocabulary that brings about interactive command applications with a remote computer and its 
peripheral devices. This language is added to the independent claims to put the application in 
condition for allowance.
